A bloc of members within 
Nationalist China’s Control 
Yuan on Wednesday pro- 
posed the impeachment of 
Vice-President Li Tsung-

Li told a news conference in 
New York last week he would 
return to the Orient and wrest 
Power away from President 
Chiang Kai-shek. Li took over 
the acting Presidency in the 
last days of the Nationalists on 
the mainland, and tried to 
negotiate with the Communists. 
This attempt failed, Li went to 
the United States for medical 
treatment and Chiang removed 
him in March 1950.
